Origin of the Day,

Everybods knows that the l4th of Februorg
fa onlled 87, Valenting's Doy from the pnme of
a oertain Homish priest who flourishea o the
third cemimy, Tuis uniucky churchman, on
the 14tk ot February, A, 1. 270, was besten
with ¢'ubs and then behended, for which resson
he wae raised by the Holy Father to the dignity
of asirthood, Tne greater porton of his re-
marn s, 1t e said, are sull preseevod in Rome, in
the Charch of 8t. Praxedes,  Near this point is
o gate, wlnch onoe passed by the name ol the
Porta el Popoio, but which, v other days, was
known a4 the Poria Vaenting

Yenus, Eros, and Anteros,

The custeme, however, conuected with this
day 1o modern tmes bave oo relntion either W
the Hle or death of St Valeubine, They hsd
th . dr origin first In @ desire o express aflec.ion
by the eending of o pretty tokep: thea in &
desire to cxptess contempt or poke fun” by
the sonding of a ludicrons token., As Venus,
the Goddess of Love, Cupid (or Eros), the God
of Loye, und Eros' brother, Antoros, hold espe
cinl sway over the affvctions, 1et us gather the
facts of their mythologioal history. Muoy uce
counts are given couceriting the frat ol this
trio. The one most generally reeeived repre-
sents her as havipe sprung from the frotn of the
gea, lke s symmetrical bung irom a huge beer-
barrel, 8She was the goddess of beauty, the
mother of love, the qaeen of laughter, the mis-
tress of the graces snd pleasures, ewe, She was
numerousiy married. Sho wore a patty girdle
which bwsd the power ol exclting love. Her
coutest with Pullas and Juno tor the golden

apple of Mecord is well knowo. Mr. Paris
awntded her the apple, for which favor
be recelved the hand of the faliest woman on

esrth, Bhe had a sou by the god of war
—old Mars. This son’s name was Fros or Capld,
Fle was o worthy chip of the otd block, for he
fought muny battles among heurts, and was not
more careful of those teuder things than his
mother, Some people believe him to have been
a chubby little boy, who flew about on wings,
and csrriod & bow and quiver, Owing to tue
warmth of the climute where he sprouted, he
covldn't endure any more clothing than o tig
leaf, He was able to raiile the cous of wild
beagta without their biting him; and ho hed o
brotber whose pume wis Aptoros, who wus
very necessary to hia health und vigor., Why!
Because the lttle tellow could grow ueither in
streppth nor stature unless said  Anteros
was constantly by his side, Tuls Antoros was
not a dtlti who presided over the opposite
of love, a2 his pame would imply, but wus a
gind-hearted chonp who presided over maptual
love and mutual tenderness, From the fact
that he hud the vowor to cause sn increase in
the strength of Cupid, 1t might he interred that

a return of passion gives vizor 1o love, Some
folka belieye that it does. DPorhups! The palr
of them, Cupld and Anteros, sre oflen repre-

sented 1a old pletures as striving o seide n
slio tree from each olher, to toach that true
ove AIWKYS ovcrgomes by kndness,
Yulentines of hld.

The origla of the modern custom of seuding
valentinea Js very snclemty, and involved in
considerablc obscurity. The ouly rmtional theory
that has been advanced concerning i, 1s that it
is & continuatiou of the Rominn ceremonies in
hovor of Pau and Juno, which were celebrated
in the month of Februoary, voder the title of
L galia. Oue of the several customs by
which this festival was distinzuishod was the

(hplacing of the names of young womeu in a box,
from which they were drawn by young men
‘48 chance directed, To such practices, how-
ever, the early Christinn pastors were opposed,
beonuse they savored too strongly of the old

£ldolstry. Kunowing it to be quite impossible
10 erndicale the custom at once, they endea-
ored to impart to it an orthodox character,
by subatituting for the names of muidens the
pames ol the swints,

 The drlwinr was fixed vpon the lith of
Fobruary—which happened to be St Valentine's
Das—because it was the middle of the month
which had been devoted to the heathenish

tia. The sainte did not long remain in

favor, however, their pluces soon being usarped
by the maidens whom they had displaced; and
ta festare of the old man rites once re-
atored, the transition to the wcst step was easy
and npatural, The practice of the choosing
mites became reciproeal, as fur as the two
sexes were concerned, all who wers thus chosen
